Brezhnev arrives in Budapest 
apparently not in poor health 

BL* DA PEST. May 30 (AP>— Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
v\ atked unescorted down the ramp of his Ilyushin 62 jetliner when he 
arrived here today to begin a three -day official visit in Hungary 
aimed in part at dispelling rumours of his declining health. 

The 72 -year-old .Soviet leader, who meets with U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter in Vienna next month tn sign the SALT II treaty, spent 
nearly 30 minutes at Budapest's sun-drenched airport shaking hands 
w ith Hungarian and foreign dignitaries, reviewing the honour guard 
and receiving cheers from a crowd of about 8.000. 

Mr. Brezhnev, rumoured for years lo be in pour health, walked 
slowly bur steadily alongside Hungarian President Pal Losonczi dur- 
ing the welcoming ceremony, which included a 21 -gun salute. 

Except for a slight limp in his left leg noticeable in recent years, Mr. 
Brezhnev seemed hi have no trouble walking. 

Mr. Brezhnev, the first member of his party to emerge from the 
jetliner, was welcomed by President Losonczi and Hungarian Com- 
munist Party leader Janos Kadar. 

U.S. officials planning the Caner-Brczhnev summit fear the Soviet 
leader's health could limit the scope of discussions, which Americans 
hope will go far beyond the arms treaty. 

Mr. Brezhnev is expected to remain in Hungary for three days, 
although details of his visit have not been announced. 

Some analysis see the visit as a move to counter speculation that 
Mr. Brezhnev’s health has failed sharply in recent months. Rumours 
thathe was in poor health increased after the recent Moscow visit of 
French President Valery Giscard d'Estaing.

Mr. Vance reiterated three principles deriving from 
the Camp David framework: recognition of the “legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people and their just require- 
ments": the importance of the "-ecurin of Israel" and the 
clear premise that U.N. Seeurin Council Resolution 242- 
"remains the basic statement of principles governing a 
peace settlement" and that the Camp David framework is 
"built upon it."

But this is why the latter half of Mr. Vance' x speech 
makes interesting reading: here he urges each of the two 
signatories to exercise "maximum restraint”, not to be 
tempted to "pursue its own national objectives" at the 
expense of the negotiations, and "to suspend acts and 
statements of hostility." Given that Israeli jets were at that 
moment committing criminal aggression against the 
civilian population ol southern Lebanon, it is impossible 
not to conclude that Israel was the target of these admon- 
ishments. 

Another of Mr. Vance's remarks was clearly 
addressed to tile Israelis: "In the I'nited Slates, we believe 
deeply in the proposition that 'governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of the governed.* We believe 
that the Palestinian people must have the right lor them- 
selves and their descendants to live with dignity and free- 
dom. and with the opportunity for economic fulfilment and 
political expression." 

This takes America's sudden awareness of the Pales- 
tinian issue somewhat beyond the stage of lip-service. But 
it does not in itself validate a "peace process'* which con- 
tains lethal traps both lor those who would choose to enter 
into it and tor those’ who. in defence of their own national 
interests and principles, must opt to stay away. It does not 
obviate the U.S.'s huge responsibility to face the Pales- 
tinian question head-on by dealing with those uniquelv 
qualified and unanimously mandated to represent the 
Palestinian nation. Finally, it dues not relieve the United 
States of the urgent requirement that it must force its Israeli 
client to give up its international banditry in southern 
Lebanon and in the occupied territories. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RA’I WEDNESD-^ cjunios U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance as su ing that if progress is achieved in the second stage of 
negotiations on Palestinian self-rule, then ihis might encourage 
the Arab -tales to enter into the negotiations. The paper wonders 
what kind ot progress Mr. Nance has in mind. 

Al Ra'i believes that the U.S. is merely try ing to "patch up" its 
relations with the Arabs, and says that the Arab states will join in 
the negotiations only if the United States assures them that self- 
rule is aimed at allowing the Palestinians to determine their own 
future and securing Israeli withdrawal Irom the occupied Arab 
territories. 

The paper rejects Mr. Begins' concept of self-rule, and says that 
the Arabs will not join in the negotiations as Mr. Begin* s ideas do 
not constitute n foundation lor a comprehensive settlement in the 
urea. 

Commenting on Israel's aggressions against Lebanon. AL 
DU STOUR calls on the United Nations in intervene "to stop the 
massacre in Tyre and the rest ot South Lebanon." 

The paper docs not rule out the possibility that the escalation 
of Israeli military operations in Lebanon might be the beginning 
of an “adventure the consequences of which cannot be predicted 
in advance.” 

Washington, the paper says, cannot be absolved of the con- 
'•.••ncneesol wh.il isg-ingon i:i Snu'li Lebanon. On the contra a 1 . 
ii.c U..Y would be commuting a serious mistake if it continued to 
maintain silence un the situation in Lebanon and on Israel’s 
aggressions, the paper adds. 

The policy of intimidation will not force the Arabs to sur- 
render. Rather it serves only to aggravate the situation in the area. 
The war in Lebanon will not succeed in making the Arabs accept 
the Camp David agreements, the paper says. 


Jordan Securities Company to 
start operating in 1980

AMMAN — A Jordanian com- 
pany with strong international and 
Arab links will start work early 
next year in stimulate transactions 
m ail kinds of Jordanian financial- 
securities. 

A founders committee headed 
by Housing Bank Chairman 
Zuheir Khouri has been estab- 
lished for the purpose of setting up 
the Jordan Securities Company, 
which will specialise in dealings in 
Jordanian company shares, bonds, 
negotiable certificates of deposit, 
treasury hills, commercial paper 
and any other kinds of securities 
that arc introduced into the local 
marketplace. Its work will revolve 
around the growing volume of 
business being conducted in the 
1 8- month-old Amman Financial 
Market (stock exchange). 

One of the people who has been 
closely involved with the Jordan 
Securities Company (JSC) project 
is Amman slock exchange Chair- 
man and General Manager Dr. 
Hashem Sabhagh. who told the 
Jordan Times in an interview here 
Iasi week that JSC would have jwo 
Kuwaiti shareholders, along with 
a Korean investment company 
and the World Bank affiliate, the 
International Finance Cor- 
poration MFC). 

The majority of the JD 2 million 
capital ol JSC will he held by Jor- 
danian commercial banks, semi- 
stale specialised credit institutions 


such as the Housing Bank. Pen- 
sion Fund, industrial Develop- 
ment Bank and Postal Savings 
Fund, and the country's two uni- 
versities. 

One of the Kuwaiti share- 
holders will be the Kuwait Inter- 
national Investment Company, 
with a ten per cent share of the 
JSC capital. The other Kuwaiti 
group is now finalising its share- 
holding agreemenL 

The l FC will take ten per cent of 
the capital, and the drive to secure 
an experienced international 
investment company to provide 
expertise for the new Jordanian 
company has now senled on the 
Korea Investment and Finance 
Corporation, of Seoul. South 
Korea. It is expected to take a ten 
per cent equity share as well. Mr. 
Zuheir Khouri told the Jordan 
Times, when current discussions 
arc finalised. 

The Central Bank of Jordan, 
which has played a strong role in 
putting together the JSC. has 
agreed not to take a share in the 
equity capital of the new firm, in 
view of the possible conflict of 
interest that may arise. Dr. Sab- 
hagli said. 

The capital of JSC has been 
quickly oversubscribed. It has 
already received a licencefrom the 
stock exchange, and expects to be 
licensed b\ the Central Bank this 
week. After that, it would have to 
register with the Ministry of 
industry and Trade before open- 
ins its doors for business.

WITHIN THE PAST week, both President Car- 
ter and U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus VanceTrave . 
made pleasant little statements about the need tti. 
address the full dimensions of the Palestinian 
issue. 

Mr. Vance, in his speech opening the Bir Sabe' 
(Beersheba) talks on May 25. quite forcefully - 
reaffirmed his country's understanding that U.N. 
Security Council Resolution 242 “remains the - 
basic statement of principles governing a peace 
settlement. -It establishes the fundamental equ- 
ation for peace-withdrawal in exchange .for 
commitments to live at peace with Israel within 
i secure and recognised boundaries." In the same 
breath, he also went out of his way to reaffirm that, 
no peace could be just or secure for any par- 
ticipant if it does not resolve the problem of the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinians "in its broad 
sense." 

Two days ago. President Carter, addressing an 
appropriately biblical audience of the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews, urged com.-- 
passion and concern for the Palestinians. He said: 
"There is an unwillingness to address the prob- . 
lems of the Palestinians in an open and com- . 
passionate and concerned way. Because some 
Palestinians commit acts of terrorism, many 
Americans do not feel concerned about them.” 

These statements reflect the Americans* obvi- 
ous new understanding of the centrality of the 
Palestinian issue in resolving the Arab- Israeli con- 
flict. We hear the American view that a Mideast 
peace must be based on an Israeli withdrawal from 
occupied areas, meeting the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinians in their broad sense, assuring the 
security of Israel and all other states in the area; ■“ 
and, for good measure, dealing with the Pales- 
tinians compassionately and with concern. 

Bur at the same time, we have the intellectual 
self- flagellation that comes from the American 
refusal to deal with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) until the PLO first recognises - ■ 
Israel, and accepts the principles of Resolution 
242. That is. the United States says it wants to deal 
compassionately with the Palestinians, but it 
refuses to talk to the internationally ack- 
nowledged representative of the Palestinians, the . 
PLO. 

How does one break the impasse, without caus- 
ing irreparable psychic damage to the egos of the 
Palestinians or the Americans? I have a proposal. . 
as 1 often <Jo on sunny Thursday mornings, which 1 
hereby toss out for consideration. 

What we need. I suggest, is for the Americans '" 

practise what they preach. If they ask the PLO to 
recognise 242 with their own added reservations, : 
then it is only fair for us. the .Arabs and Pales- 
tinians. to ask the United States to- recognise the 
PLO with any reservations the United States 
wishes to 3dd. And here is how it can be done. . 
compassionate!} and humanely and with a little 
-hU_of diplomatic-bravado. ...

The most negative aspect of the 
conference was certainly the I act 
that there was little opportunity 
tor debate alter each paper. 
Although some papers did little 
moic than present .1 series of facts, 
other, expressed controversial 
opinions which deserved con- 
siderable discussion, notably a 
paper on the future of education 
and training by the President of 
the World Association for Futuris- 
tic Studies, Prof. Mahdi Mandjra. 
who called for a revolution in the 
whole concept of education and 
the need to abandon ways of learn- 
ing which will have no relevance in 
the twenty first century.

Those who blindly 
foliar the doctrine of “third 
hafrfr would 'have had 
no difficulty, but TSast, a 
player of considerable ex- 
perience, emerged from his 
prolonged huddle with the 
nine. Thereupon, declarer 
rattled off nine, tricks 
without giving a thought to 
the spade finesse. 

At the autopsy, the local j 
experts were divided about ' 
the wisdom of East's play of i 
the nine. They advanced the 
argument that, had the open- 
ing lead’been from the jack, 
the nine would have forced 
the ace whereas the king 
would have given declarer 
two tricks in the suit. 
Naturally, if the lead was 
from the ace, it was 
obligatory to go up with the 
king since.* if the two of 
hearts was an honest card, 
declarer could hold no more 
than a doubleton in the suit. 

The pundits then con- 
sidered whether it was more 
likely that West or South 
held the ace of hearts, and 
their conclusion was that 
South won on that -core 
because of his no trump 
rebid. Had they followed the 
example of the village idiot, 
it would have been obvious 
that the king was the correct 
play. 

Place yourself in the posi- 
tion of declarer.

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NATO meet warned 
about Soviet buildup 
of military strength 


THE HAGUE, May 30 (R)~N ATO foreign ministers 
heard warnings about the growth of Soviet military 
strength and instability in the Third World at the 
start of a two-day conference today. 


Dutch Prime Minister Andreas 
Van Agi told the opening session 
that over the past decade Mos- 
cow's military power had con- 
tinuously increased both in quan- 
tity and quality, with no indication 
of a levelling-off. 

"If present trends are anything 
to go by. this will lead to a build-up 
of military power which, if it were 
to remain unchecked, might have 
serious consequences for stability 

in Europe and the world at large." 
he said. 

Before going in to dosed ses- 
sion at a conference centre 25 
kilometres from The Hague. U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and his colleagues also heard 
speeches from NATO 
Secretary- General Joseph Luns 
and Britain's new Conservative 
Foreign Secretary Lord Car- 
ringron. 

Dr. Luns. a former Dutch fore- 
ign minister, said there could be 


no genuine detente as long as 
instabilities and regional conflicts 
remained targets of intervention 
and exploitation. 

Without directly mentioning 
the Soviet Union or any Third 
World country, he said: "The pro- 
cess of detente can only suffer 
from the massive and intensive 
efforts of the other side to take 
advantage of all possibilities pre- 
sented by unstable situations in 
the Third World and further to 
increase and perfect its military- 
arsenal." 

He expressed concern about the 
recent introduction by the Soviet 
Union of the SS-20 intermediate 
range missile. This had given a 
“new dimension to the Soviet 
threat” in the atomic field. Dr. 
Luns added. 

For the first time, a mobile mis- 
sile with multiple warheads of con- 
tinental scale could reach all areas 
of Western Europe, including lee- 


Carter gives states power 
to deal with petrol shortages 


WASHINGTON. May 30 {R\ - 
President Carter, frustrated by 
congressional rebuffs over energy 
policy, yesterday gave state gov-" 
ernors emergency powers to deal 
with petrol shortages during the 
summer. 

He signed an executive order 
allowing them to compel at least 
some filling stations to remain 
open on weekends and to set 
minimum purchase levels to pre- 
vent “tank lopping'— a practice 
held responsible for some of the 
recent panic buying. 

The governors were authorised 
3lso to put into effect California's 
system of restricting sales to odd 
or e \ en day s of the month depend- 
ing on car licence plate numbers. 

The president took his action 


after repeatedly failing to per- 
suade Congress to give him 
standby authority to ration petrol 
if current spot shortages became 
worse and spread throughout the 
country. 

In announcing his executive 
order on energy, the president 
noted that the powers he gave the 
governors would make it more 
convenient for motorists to pur- 
chase supplies but would not actu- 
ally save any petrol. 

“Continued care, planning and 
conservation will be required 
throughout the summer if we are 
to avoid gasoline lines and spot 
shortages.” he said. "...Our coun- 
try faces a long-term chronic prob- 
lem in obtaining^adequate energy 
supplies to meet’our needs."

Iran reports drop In daily oil production 

TEHRAN. May 30 (Rj— Iran's crude oil production has fallen to 
about 3.4 million barrels a day, a drop of some 700.000 barrels from 
last month's average, the National Iranian Oil Company (NIOC l said 
yesterday. NIOC "did not give a reason for the drop, which might 
exacerbate world oil shortages already acute Sue to a shortfall of 
some two million barrels a day. Industry sources in Tehran said they 
did not believe the reduction was the result of a change in gov- 
ernment production or export policies. The government had earlier 
said it would maintain production at about four million barrels a day. 
of which about 600.000 barrels would be used to meet home demand 
and the rest exported. NIOC also announced a 7.500 rials (about 
S 100} a month pay increase and other new benefits for oil workers, 
including improved social facilities and housing. |gss than a week 
after NIOC Chairman Hassan Kuzih visited the oilfields and 
refineries in south Iran for talks with workers and management. The 
oil workers have been taking an increasingly independent line on 
production and export policies. The workers, whose all-out strike 
was largely instrumental in bringing down the Shah’s regime, also 
expressed their determination to end “human and industrial depen- 
dence on the superpowers and other international exploiters.” 

Yugoslavia prepares new measures to save oil 

BELGRADE, May 30 (R)— The Yugoslav Government is preparing 
fresh legal measures to cut oil consumption, including a ban on new 
oil-fuelled power stations and halting the use of the existing ones, 
official sources said last night. They quoted Mr. Stojan MatkaJiev. 
chairman of the State Committee for Energy and Industry, assaying 
hydroelectric and coal-fuelled stations would be given priority. Heat- 
ing in public and apartment buildings will be reduced by two degrees 
centigrade next winter. The only exception will be hospitals and 
schools, he said. The new measures would save up to one million 
tonnes of imported crude oil annually. To reduce oil consumption, 
the government recently banned motorists from the roads for up to 
seven days a month and introduced speed limits. The price of petrol 
has risen hy 40 per cent since last November. 

Iran negotiates abroad for deliveries of meat 

TEHRAN. May 30 1 R )— Iran, facing an acute meat shortage over the 
next two months, is negotiating with Australia and New Zealand for 
urgent deliveries of lamb and beef, meat trade sources said. Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini, Iran's unofficial head of state, declared the con- 
sumption of forzen meat "haram" {religious sin} earlier this year, 
saying existing slocks should be used as fertiliser, and the gov- 
ernment said Iran would try to rely on imports of fresh meat from 
neighbouring Turkey and Afghanistan. The trade sources said today 
that Iran’s new revolutionary authorities were now trying to obtain 
about 55,000 tonnes of meat from New Zealand and that similar 
negotiations had started with Australian. A commission led by a 
Muslim clergyman has toured Australian and New Zealand 
slaughterhouses to make sure that the animals were being butchered 
by Muslims in accordance with Islamic principles, the sources said. 

Carter to make decision on Rhodesia sanctions 

WASHINGTON, May 30 (R )--Pre$ident Carter said yesterday that 
after dose consultations with Britain he will make a decision by June 
1 5 on whether or not to lift economic sanctions against Rhodesia. He 
was asked at a White House news conference if he supported the new 
British Government's view that the recent Rhodesian elections were 
“free and fair”. Mr. Caner said he would make a decision on sanc- 
tions within two weeks of the inauguration scheduled for Friday of 
the new black-dominated government of Bishop Abel Muzorewa. 
He said he had been in close contact with the British Government on 
the issue andfeferred to talks held in London a week ago between 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and the British Foreign Secretary, 
Lord Carrington.

Both the Dutch premier and 
Dr.Luns welcomed the new SALT 
agreement, which the secretary- 
general said would constitute "a 
significant milestone in the posi- 
tive evolution of East-West rela- 
tions.” 

Lord Carrington, speaking at 
the opening ceremony in The 
Hague's 13th century Hall of 
Knights in his capacity as hon- 
orary president of the alliance's 
Foreign Minister's Council, said; 
“ I see no room for complacency as 
we tackle the problems on our 
agenda today and the challenges 
facing us in the near future. These 
challenges, both military and 
political, are as testing as any we 
have had to face in the past 30 
years.” 

Lord Carrington, a former 
defence secretary . said that on its 
past record, NATO had shown 
itself capable of adapting and 
responding to challenges. "But 
the present demands on the 
alliance mean that we cannot rest 
on our laurels. Certainly my own 
government gives a very high 
priority indeed to surmounting 
these problems and keeping the 
alliance secure and vigorous.” 
Anti-nuclear appeal 

Dutch churches, reflecting the 
substantial hostility to nuclear 
weapons which exists in the 
Netherlands, today appealed for 
the removal of atomic missiles 
from Dutch territory. 

In a joint open letter to the 
NATO ministers handed to the 
press, the nine main Christian 
churches said the Netherlands 
should take “a first effective step 
down the road to a total abolition 
of nuclear weapons by removing 
them from its territory and its 
armed forces.” 

The Netherlands is one of the 
NATO countries which could 
provide bases for more advanced 
weapons designed to counter the 
threat of the SS-20. 

Mr. Van Agt told NATO minis- 
ters, however, that the support of 
all NATO states was essential for 
finding an answer to the danger 
posed by the increased threat to 
Europe of Soviet nuclear 
weapons. 


UNCTAD : Reservations voiced over 

proposals that would add to spending 


MANILA, May 30 (R) - Western industrialised 
and East European nations expressed strong 
reservations today over proposals which would 
increase spending by the United Nations Con- 
ference on Trade and Development (UNCTAD). 

The month-long UNCTAD gathering of rich 
and poor nations here is nearing its end still 
bogged down on many vital aid and trade issues, it 
went into open session today for the first time in 
more than a week to give formal endorsement to 
three resolutions agreed so far. 

One called for a series of studies at national and 
international level on how to help developing 
countries whose skilled workers migrate to indus- 
trialised nations instead of staying at home. 

The other asked the UNCTAD Secretariat to 
prepare for a U.N. conference late this, year on 
restrictive business practices which would draft a 
code against such abuses as price fixing, collusive 
tendering for projects and taking unfair advantage 
of dominant market positions. 

- Attached to this resolution was an addendum 
prepared by the UNCTAD Secretariat suggesting 
the study would cost about S6 17.000 over two 
years. Western delegates have already expressed 


concent privately about increasing the staff and 
size of the UNCTAD Secretariat, which would . 
involve bigger donations. 

But when the restrictive business practices 
resolution was put to the assembly, it was a Bul- 
garian representative who first expressed reser- 
vations on behalf of the East Europeans, 

"A continuation of the work of UNCTAD 
should be Carried out with die available human ' 
and financial resources which have been set aside . 
by UNCTAD to deal with manufactured and 
semi-manufactured goods and- the question of 
-restrictive trade practices.” he said- “On theques- 
rion of improving the efficiency of the UNCTAD 
Secretariat, we feel we should reserve our position 
regarding the financial accounts provided by the 
UNCTAD Secretariat.” 

West Germany, speaking for the Western 
industrialised countries, including Japan, said 
Bulgaria had raised a subject "also of concern to 
my group.” He said the Western countries had not 
had time to examine the full implications of the 
addendum which seemed to provide for con- 
tingencies that might not arise. 
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Nicaragua reports Sandinist offensive 


MANAGUA. May 30 <R| - 
Nicaragua said left-wing guerrillas 
had launched a five-pronged 
attack, described by Foreign 
Minister Julio Quintana as 
extremely serious, in the south of 
the country yesterday. Mr. Quin- 
tana said 300 well-armed San- 
dinist guerrillas had crossed the 
border from Costa Rica and split 


into five groups. 

One of the groups penetrated 
40 kilometres into Nicaraguan 
territory before being trapped by 
national guards at the town of 
Rivas 170 kilometres from the 
capital. At least one officer was 
killed in the fighting, he said, 
although full casualty figures were 
not known. 


S.E. Asia’s refugee 
problem said worsening 


VIENNA. May 30 <R) - The 
refugee problem in Southeast 
Asia is getting worse and is cause 
for real concern. United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees 
Paul Harding said yesterday. 

Speaking at a news conference. 
Mr. Harding also predicted that 
his agency would soon have new 
problems repatriating several 
hundred thousand Ugandans who 
fled the country during or before 
the recent fighting there. 

The former Danish prime 
minister said the number of Vie- 
tnamese “boat people" fleeing 
their country had jumped from 
around 5.000 in February to 
20.000 in April, and predicted 
that it would top 30.000 in May. 

"The number of refugees is 
increasing, and new problems are 
arising all the time. We are very 
worried about the situation," he 
said. 


Mr. H anting said that while his 
organisation was managing to 
resettle the refugees at the rate of 
10,000 a month, it needed S80 
million a year for its operations In 
Southeast Asia alone. 

The high commissioner said 
that during talks with Austrian 
President Rudolf Kirchschlaeger 
and Foreign Minister Willibald 
Pahr he had asked the Vienna 
Government to admit a small 
number of Vietnamese refugees. 

Austria, which has faced several 
waves of refugees from Eastern 
Europe, has already given homes 
to nearly 350 Vietnamese. 

Mr. Hanling said he believed 
the figure of 4.5 million often 
quoted for the total number of 
refugees in the world was far too 
low. If one included displaced per- 
sons. a figure that was constantly 
changing, a more likely total 
would be between nine and ten 
million, he said. 


In San Jose, the Costa Rican 
capital, Deputy Public Security 
Minister Enrique Montealegre 
denied that the guerrillas came 
from Costa Rica and described the 
Nicaraguan charges as absurd and 
tendentious. “We do not under- 
stand what motivated the Nicara- 
guan Government to come up 
with such dangerous accusations,” 
he said. 

After Mr. Quintana gave details 
of the attacks, the government 
banned all radio news broadcasts 
for an indefinite period. No reason 
was given. 

As Mr. Quintana was briefing 
reporters, he was called to the 
telephone and returned to say his 
nephew, a judge in Leon, had 
been seriously injured in an attack 
by the left-wingers. 

Costa Rica broke off diplomatic 
relations with Nicaragua last 
November foDowing a border 
incident in which two Costa Rican 
civil guards were killed. 
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Muzorewa announces coalition 
cabinet of Zimbabwe Rhodesia 


SALISBURY. May 30 (R) - 
Prime Minister-designate of Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa today announced the 
new country’s coalition cabinet of 
17 members, five of them whites. 

Bishop Muzorewa retained for 
himself the key war portfolios of 
combined operations and defence. 
Outgoing white premier Ian Smith 
became a minister without 
portfolio. 

Former white foreign minister 
P.K. Van der Byl, a prominent 
member of the old Rhodesian 
Front regime and a close confidant 
of Mr. Smith, became minister of 
transport and power and of posts. 

The important portfolio of 
finance — the cornerstone minis- 
try in Rhodesia's undercover' 
international war against trade 
sanctions — also went to a white. 
David Smith. Mr. Smith was 
finance minister in the outgoing 
government. 

The announcement of the 
cabinet heralded a breakthrough 
for the shaky coalition of national

unity due to take office when the 
new black-dominated nation of 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia is proc- 
laimed on Friday. 

A minority parliamentary 
party, the United National Fed- 
eral Party (UNFP) of Chief Kayisa 
Ndiweni. had declared it would 
not take part in the cabinet fol- 


lowing a row with the bishop's 
United African National Council 
(LIANC) last week. 

But the UNFP reversed its 
stand today and participated. 
Chief Ndiweni was appointed 
minister of mines and of works 
and Zafania Bafana became 
minister of water development. 


ARUA, Uganda, May 30 <R) - 
The Tanzanian army yesterday 
marched unopposed into Arua, 
capital of ldi Amin's native West 
Nile Province and the last big town 
in Uganda to be brought under the 
control of the new government. 

Tlie captOW of Ante; dose to 
the Zairean border, followed a 
90-minute battle on Sunday, night 
when the Tanzanians fell into an 
ambush in a forest surrounding 
the barracks at Bondo. a village 30 
kilometres to the south. 

The Tanzanians, fighting what 
could be the last battle of the six- 
month war which toppled Amin, 
lost six men, with 14 seriously 
wounded, in a barrage of rockets 
and rifle fire at Bondo. 

When they moved on to Arua 
Monday night, they discovered it 
bad been sacked by its residents 
who then fled to the bush or across 
the nearby borders of Zaire or 
Sudan. 

The few remaining residents 
told the Tanzanian commanders 
that Amin had not been seen there 
since mid-April. 

The residents said Amin and his 
vice-president. General Mustafa 
Adrisi. had loaded lorries with 
persona) belongings and driven 
towards Zaire. 

The Tanzanian officers said 
they had expected a hostile recep- 
tion in Arua. But instead, the few 
people left in the town came into 
the streets cheering and marching 
in front of the Tanzanian column 
shouting; “Tanzania, Tanzania, 
Tanzania.”

LONDON— With the start of the 
tourist season in Great Britain, the 
police will be more than usually 
alert for foreign' visitors who fancy 
taking home a souvenir— free. 

The crowded shops add to the 
temptation to shoplift from open 
shelves specially packed for the 
tourist boom. But the Met- 
ropolitan Police are worried at the 
rapidly growing number of foreign 
shoplifters. 

It is a crime which has taken on 
major proportions in the United 
Kingdom, and especially in Lon- 
don. Conservative estimates put 
the total loss to retailers at around 
£700 million a year, which is the 
equivalent of a Great Train Rob- 
bery every 36 hours. \ 

The Home Office hafc no special 
category in its figures for fore- 
igners prosecuted for shoplifting. 
But the crowd of foreign faces on 
any morning at Bow Street magis- 
trates court, one of London’s 
busiest, makes the United Nations 
look positively restrictive. 

"Most of them just do it for 
fun." said the security officer of 
one of London's biggest stores. “It 
seems London has a reputation for 


.being a pushover for shoplifters, 
which is totally unjustified.” 

London's stores have good 
reason to be worried. At the cur- 
rent rate of thefts, they have to 
add two to three per cent onto 
their price margins in order to 
cover the cost of "wastage", which 
includes shoplifting, staff pilfering 
and more genuine waste. 

Security men are reluctant to 
talk about' the range of ingenious 
devices they have invented in 
order to combat shoplifting. But 
their battery of aids already 
includes: television cameras, shop 
walkers in plain clothes looking 
for potential thieves, and special 
markings on goods which can only 
be removed at the counter. 

A Home Office report pointed 
out that most shoplifting is done 
quite simply by placing an article 
in a pocket or a bag while shop 
assistants are otherwise occupied. 

The repo rv says that only a very 
small number of professionals use 
the false-bottomed bags, con- 
cealed pockets and spring-loaded 
boxes which are given headline 
treatment by the media. 

The Metropolitan Police say 
there is no such thing as thetypical 


As the holiday season starts, foreign 
visitors to London will make their own 
special contribution to Britain’s export 
drive. Drawn like jackdaws to bright 
things, some of them will go on a sho- 
plifting binge, and end up in court for 
their pains. 
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shoplifter. Young and old, rich 
and poor, have all been caught at 
one time or another. But increas- 
ingly, it is young people who are 
turning ro the crime. 

"You can usually tell an 
amateur because he is forever 
looking around. But a pro- 
fessional will often have some- 
thing with which to distract atten- 
tion, either a baby ot a small child, 
so the shop assistant isn’t con- 
centrating on the thief," said a 
security man. 

"In the end there is no sub- 
stitute for having staff who are 
alert. We give all our personnel a 
week’s training to make them 


aware 


of likely shoplifters. We 
find that it has worked very well,” 
he said. 

Thanks mainly to these special 
precautions, the police say that the 
rate of shoplifting cases reported 
to them has gone down slightly 
during 1978 compared with the 
previous year. 

A Metropolitan Police spokes- 
man said that in the London area 
over Christmas, the biggest deter- 
rent was the enormous number, of 
policemen working in what was 
termed “Operation Santa”. The 
2,000 men and women were, in 
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
